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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's remarks regarding the claims indicated for 
allowance. After a review of the claims and prosecution history it is agreed that all the claims are 
should now be considered. Examination of the specification revealed a new rejection. The 
allowability of claims 91 and 92 is withdrawn in view of the rejection cited below. Also upon 
review of the application a few formal matters are outstanding. A description of these matters 
follows:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of tiie invention, and of tiie manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of caffying out his invention. 

Claims 91-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a coating time of 30 mins, does not reasonably provide enablement for 



at least 30 seconds. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 

A review of the specification finds that all the recitations of this step involve a 30 minute 
time period (see all Exanq^les). There is no support in the specification for a time of at least 30 
seconds Correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 39-90 are allowed.
